In ovr Military Letter to Bengal, dated 
the 16th April, 1828, we expressed our regret at 
the inconvenience to which Officers proceeding on 
Furlough, via another Presidency, would be exposed 
in being deprived of thelr Indian allowances from the 
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date of quitting their own Presidency; but that we 
were precluded by the Act of the 83 Geo. 31 Cap. 
ve, Sev, 37, from sauctioning a different arrangement 

2. In our Letter in the Public Department to the 
Government of Midras, dated ¢he 20th March, 183%, 
we appized yo, that we considered ourselves pre- 
cludel hy the Act of 3d and 4tif Willian 1, Cap 85, 
Sec. 79, from sanetioning an grrangenent allowing 
Civil and Milttary Servants it draw from month to 
month through Agents at their respective Presidencies 
the allowances to which they were entitled when 
absent on leave tothe Cape or at Saint Helena, on 
their giving Setnrity to refund any sum which might 
be overdrawn by them . 

3. It is now matter of saticfaction fo us to aequatnt 
you, that by the Act of the Istof Victoria, Cap 12, 
‘. which Copies have heen sent with onr Public 
Stter of the 9th instanf,) such parts of the Act of 
the 33d George 3d and 3 and | William 4th, as pre- 
vented our sanctioning the two arrangements above 
referred to, have been repealed, 

We now approve and confirm the Regulation estab- 
lished by your Government upon the sabject first 
referred co, as published ti General Orders of the 
12th May 1826, of which the following is a copy: viz, 


FORT WILLIAM, l2rn May, 1526. 


‘(Tn conformity with the rule preseribed by the 
Hon'ble the Court of Directors in ther General Letter 
in the Miltary Depsitment to the Governinent of 
Fort Saint George, under date the Youth of April 1809, 
The Right Honorable the Govervor Generalin Conn- 
cil is pleased to direct that all Military Officers of the 
Bengal, Madras and Bowhiy Establishinents who 
may proceed by permj-ssien of their respective Govern- 
ments from any Subordinate Stations under the Pre- 
sklency to which they belong to the Seat of Govern- 
ment of another Presidency for the purpose of finding 
a passage to Diiope shall be permitted to diaw incian 
allowances until their departure from the Presidency 
to which they have ro proceeded, provided no unne- 
cexsary dulay in their embarkation at such Presidency 
hall take place.” 


‘it is to be distinetly understood, however, that 
this indulgence is restricted to Officers who, fron the 
proximity of the Seat of Government of another Pre- 
sidency and the :emotenoss of t! at of their own, would 
suffer nnneecastry Inconvenienve and delay ud com- 
pelled to proeced to the latter for the purpose of em- 
barking to Europe.” 

** Asitis not intended that this Order should disturb 
the operation of that of the 2ist Januiry leo, 
No. 21, with exception to the special case above pro- 
vided for, the allowances hereby granted are in- 
variably to be drawn by the Agent of the Absent 
Officer at the Presidency to which the latter belongs.”

5. With reference to the second subject, viz., the 
issue of the absentee allowances of Olficers who are 
absent at the Cape of Good Hope, we now empower 
you to frame a Regulation by which our Officers who 
are entitled under oxistiug Rules to draw Indian al- 
Jowances upon their actual return to India from leave 
of absence to any place within the Htnits of the Com- 

any’s Charter, or tho Cape of Good Hope, or the 

auritius, or the Island of St. Helena, shall be en- 
titled through their Agents at their respective Pre- 
sidencies, to draw these allowances from month to 
month, upon their giving sufficient security to retund 
the whole amount in the event of their proceeding to 
England without previously returning to India, or 
such part of the amount as may have been over issued 
on any other account. 


6. You will take meaeures for introduciny similar 
Regulations at the Presidevcics of Madras and Bom- 
bay, to the Governments of which wo shall send 
copies of the present Despateh. 


Letter No. 79, dated 18th October, 1837. 


‘Referring to our Miltary Letter of the 16th August 
last, we have now to apprize you that Officers retorn- 
ing to their duty on tho Bengal or Madias Estab- 
lishments, via Bombay, will be granted the same 
advaitages as Officers coming to’ Mngland by the 
seme route, viz, that when thair Regiments shall: be 
stationed at posts nearer to Bombay than to the Capi- 
tal of their respective Presidencies, their Indian 
allowances shall commence from the date of their 
landing at Bombay, provided that no unavoidable 
dolay take place iu their joining their Regiments.

Referring to onr Muitary Letters of the 16th August 
and sth October 1587, rolating ta the commence- 
ment and termination of the Indian allowances of 
Officer of the Bengal and Madras Establishments 
proceeding to, or returning from, their respective 
Presidencics, via Lombay, we have now to apprize 
youthat he Ouleers of the Bengal Army whose Corps 
mat be statn a bat any pluee above Allahabad, in- 
eluding the Saugor Pvision, and the Officers of the 
Madras Army whose Corps mey be stationed to the 
North of the Aistnab, are to bs granted the benefits 
of the arranpement : 

The following Extracts fiom a Resolution of the 
Government of India in tue General Department, 
dated the 3d Janaary 1838, containing Rules regard- 
ing Military Otficers holding Civil Employ and pro- 
viding for their dvawiag their Salaries during absence 
on Sick Certifierte, beyond Sea, under the Act Ist 
Vietoria Cay. 47, are also published for general in- 
formation :

“9. Military Officers employed in the Civil De- 
partments and drawing a Civil allowance are entitled 
in common with Officers holding Staff Situations in 
the Military Department to draw the Military Pay 
and Allowances of their rank while absent at Sea on 
leave under Medical Certificate, and likewise one half 
of the differenee between xsneh allowances and the 
Cuil or Staff Pay of the Officers to which they stand 
appointed, 

8... The above allowanees are to be drawn fora 
total period not exseceding two years from the date 
when the vessel in whieh such Odicers embark may 
leave the Presidency or other Port of departure, aud 
the Civil Situation held by any Oldeer who shall not 
remitn within that pediod shall be considered voeant, 

9 The rules for furatshing Medical Certilivates 
and for repnlifing the farmsand manner of drawing 
Military allowanees during absence’ on leave have 
been Jaid duwn in General Orders ca the Miliary 
Denartinent. 

10. Phe Cisth AuVt. wilt prs the DINs of OM- 
cers op leave beyond Sea under Medical Certificate 
for the portiun of their Civil Salary wich they are 
pormitted fo draw by those Rules an tile manner as 
is provided for Civil Servants procvec Ong to Sea on 
Medien) Certifieate. But it is hernwy povided that 
Civil allowances shail uot be diann by a Military 
Ovicer under this rule arter the date of departure 
hecond Sea unless Security shall have becn previously 
given in sucht amount as may be fixed by Government. 

19, Under the authority of the Provisions con- 
tained in the latter part of Clause I Act I Victoria, 
Cap. 47, itis further provided in iespect to all the 
abovo classes of Otheors that if they embark with the 
permission of Government at any other Presidency 
than their own, or at agy other place or port in India, 
provided that it be not more distant frum thoir Station 
than the ports of their own Presidency, the date for 
the commencement of the operation of the above rules 
for sick leave beyond Sea shall be that of actual em- 
barkation at such place or port, and not that of leav- 
-residencies, 
and the same privilege in respect to the date of leav- 
ing Tudia will be granted te Officers of the several 
Services referred to embarking at other Presidencies or 
places in India not more distant from their Station 
than the ports of their ows Presidency, with the leavo 
of Government previously obtained for the purpose 
of proceeding to Europe on Furlough, or of retiring 
from the Service ultogether. 

20. In tho above rules no provision is made for 
the case of Servants of the olasses mentioned resigning 
the Service after leaving thoir Presidency with the 
permission of the Government in cunsequence of sivk- 
ness, The case af such persons has been considered 
hy the President in Council to require anew rule, 
whieh. under the term of the Act requires to bo sub- 
mitted for the confirmation of the Hon’ble Court of 
Directors before it can takeeffect.
